LETTERS XII. SATISFACTORY. 

Not a letter received recently at the 
missionary office from any Methodist 
missionary in China speaks of any 
trouble or excitement among the Chi- 
nese people, or expresses an apprehen- 
sion of an outbreak. 

The secretaries of the Missionary So- 
clety added to the foregoing statement 
the following: 

“As China is in a tranquil state and 
the leaven of western ideas is working 
the mass, some of the ferment is to be 
expected, but any general uprising, 
such as the Boxer uprising, is not very 
probable. The veteran missionary, Dr. 
Arthur Smith, author of “China in Con- 
vulsion,” expects some trouble and 
sporadic outbreaks, but does not be- 
lieve that the awful tragedy of 1900 
can be repeated. The government of 
China knows that the vengeance of the 
foreign nations would fall with terrific 
force, not only upon the dynasty, but 
upon the epmire itself, if the terrible 
scenes of 1900 were re@nacted. 

“The situation ia delicate, and calis 
for prudence on the part of the mise- 
sionaries and precautionary measures 
by the societies. The missionaries are 
on the ground, many of them are men 
and women of large experience. and 
know how to discern signs of coming 
danger.

KING EDWARD’S ROYAL PRES- 
ENCE WILL DO THE ACT. 


— — — 


This is the First Brand-New One 
Which His Majesty Will Unloose. 
Pageant to Be Much Like Those 
Which Have Gone Before Save That 
the Queen and Others are Absent. 


— 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
LONDON, Feb. 18.—The first session 
of the second Parliament of the reign 
of King Edward VII and the twenty- 
seventh of the Untted Kingdom will be 
tomorrow afternoon dy the 
King. Since His Majesty ascended the 
throne, he has personally opened each 
of the six seasions of Parliament, add- 
ing much to that most ceremonious oc- 
casion. Tomorrow's event has the 
added interest In that it will be the 
first new Parliament to be opened by 
the King, but more particularily be- 
cause of the great change that has 
come over the personnel of the House 
of Commons as a result of the recent 
general election. 

The pageant will be much like those 
that have gone before, somewhat de- 
tracted from by the absence of ths 
Queen, who is at Copenhagen to attend 
the funeral of her father, King Chris- 
Han, and the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, who are in India, and who in 
the past have preceded the King and 
Queen to Westminster, giving addi- 
tional color to the show. 

Weather permitting, there will be no 
diminution, however, in the size of the 
crowds who will turn out to witness 
the procession and show their loyalty 
to the sovereign. The quadrangie on 
which Buckingham Palace faces and 
all the open spaces in the vicinity will 
be crowded with people, while The 
Mall, which skirts St. James Park, the 
Horse Guards Parade, Whitehall and 
Parliament streets and Old Palace 
Yard will de lined by thousands, who 
will stand for hours and for that rea- 
son possibly will cheer more heartily 
than ever as the gold-crusted state 
coach, drawn by eight beautifully- 
caparisoned cream horses, passes at a 
slow walk. 

The line of the procession will be 
flanked by the Foot Guards and police, 
not for protection, but as a part of the 
ceremony, while a sovereign’s escort 
ot the Household Cavalry. in addition 
to a detachment of the Yeomen of the 
Guard, will act as a bodyguard. The 
state coach will be preceded by six 
state carriages occupied by the ladies 
and gentiemen of the Royal House- 
. procession and the return jour-

These cablegrame were sent Thurs- 
day and Friday, February 15 and 14, 
That to Bishop Bashford covered all 
the Methodist missions in China. He 
recently returned from an official visit 
to the West China mission, coming 
down the river through the Central 
China mission, whose chief stations are 
on the Yangtse. In the late fall he 
spent some weeks in the Foochow and 

anghua missions in the south, where 
there has been the most agitation 
among the Chinese people. The bish- 
op’s cablegram, dated February 16, is 
reassuring. It is as follows: 

“All are safe in China. No danger 
apparent. 
[Signed] “BASHFORD.” 
The responses from the mission treas- 
urers in North, Central, Western and 
South China. dated February 17. are 
of like tenor to that from the bisho 

“Tien-Tsin—No disturbances; 

Nankin—No trouble anywhere.” 

“Foochow—Foochow and Hinghua 
quiet.” | 

“Chung King—All quiet.” 

LETTERS XII. SATISFACTORY. 

Not a letter received recently at the 
missionary office from any Methodist 
missionary in China speaks of any 
trouble or excitement among the Chi- 
nese people, or expresses an apprehen- 
sion of an outbreak. 

The secretaries of the Missionary So- 
clety added to the foregoing statement 
the following: 

“As China is in a tranquil state and 
the leaven of western ideas is working 
the mass, some of the ferment is to be 
expected, but any general uprising, 
such as the Boxer uprising, is not very 
probable. The veteran missionary, Dr. 
Arthur Smith, author of “China in Con-

vulstion.“ expects some trouble and 
sporadic outbreaks, but does not be- 
lieve that the awful tragedy of 1900 
can be repeated.

He will 
be quick to see signs of danger, and 
give warning.”

Dr. Dou glas Hyde Discusses 
“Things o Green.”

The Putting of a New Nation 
on Europe's Map.

Dr. Douglas Hyde is enjoying him- 
self considerably, if we may believe the 
reports, while drinking in the apoca- 
lyptic beauties of California. The green 
of our hills and meadows is distinc- 
tively Irish, for, as he himself expresses 
it, “California is even greener than 
Ireland” (referring, of course, to its 
vernal verdure—not to its people.) 

Dr. Hyde is resting from his labors 
for an Irish Ireland,” as he calls it. 
The doctor's wife admits their infat- 
uation for the “suniand by the sea,” 
and is very enthusiastic in her praise 
of America generally. The Bulletin of 
San Francisco, in this connection says: 

Mrs. Hyde said that she is charmed 
with many things in America—the 
American homes she has visited, and 
the comforts and elegance meeting her 
at every turn. “We have been in 
many hotels in this country,” she said, 
“and they are beautiful. The Touraine, 
I think it is in Boston, was represent- 
ed as the finest, but I believe that 
this hotel is the grandes? that I have 
seen. American furniture is so rich, 
and so elegant, so much more beauti- 
ful than ours at home. I think we 
may bring home some of it with us.” 

The conversation drifted without di- 
rection from the Gaelic revival to Call- 
fornia and its store of surprises for 
the welcome guests within its gates, 
and it was sometimes doubtful which 
Was the more important subject.

“The people in 
Ireland exert a great moral influence 
on the Irish people abroad, and natu- 
rally the Irish people in America have 
it within. their power to give a re- 
flex influence, a moral support to the 
movement at home. This of itself 
enough, though, of course, financ 
assistance will always be welcome t 
keep up the work of the Gaelic League 
in Ireland. Any money received by the 
league will be speut in extending the 
work. of teaching Irish.” 

Dr. Hyde has met with generous re- 
sponses throughout the country, and so 
the question was asked to make clear 
what will be done with the money sent 
home to the Gaelic > 

“It will be used,” said he, “to put 
fresh organizers in the field to organ- 
ize new branches of the Gaelic League, 
and to put fresh teachers in the schools 
who can teach Irish; and the money 
will also be used for the better train- 
ing of teachers.” 

“How much money is needed to keep 
up the work?” 

“The more money we have the more 
we can extend the scope of our work. 
But we want the sympathy of the peo- 
ple. We want their moral support as 
a Stimulus to do even more than we 
are doing.
